HIGH TONED BOOK AGENTS? 


Men Who Only Sell Volnmea Worth 


From 95O to $500. 


"There is a distinct tipper class of 


book agents who never come in contact 
with the general pnblic," remarked 
Mr. Charles B. Meyers. "I have been 
interested in art publications for a 
number of years and kuow most of the 
tiptop salesmen in the country. They 
handle books that range from $50 to 
$500 ^in price and only call on people 
whoflgnre on certain select lists. These 
lists are the result of the cullings of 
years, and, combined, they represent 
nearly all of the high class book buyers 
of the United States. Each publishing 
tense has its own collection of names, 
and they are valued highly. 


'•I call to mind one firm that failed 


nncl went out of business several years 
ago and its roster of buyers was consid- 
ered its very beat asset. It was pur- 
chased for something like $5,000. The 
class of books handled by the agents to 
whom I refer would greatly astonish 
the everyday patron of the shops. They 
are printed iti very limited editions, 
and every refinement of mechanical art 
is lavished on thoir preparation. Some- 
times the edition numbers only 35 or 
30, and as soon as it is off the press the 
type is takeu down and distributed. 
The illustrations are frequently water 
color paintings or artists' proofs of 
etchings, and it is quite common for 
the vignette letters to be tinted by hand. 


"Such books are never advertised, 


but are easily disposed of to the inner 
circle of rich connoisseurs. The agents 
who take the orders are the princes of 
the business. I know one who makes 
easily $10,000 a year, and they are 
nearly all well to do. They are continu- 
ally on the go, but if you were to en- 
counter one of them at a hotel the 
chances are you would never guess his 
vocation. What are the topics of the 
books they sell? Oh! They range frcm 
Shakespeare's comedies to Walton's 
complete angler—a little of every- 
thing."—New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

Has anyone estimated what Lovelock 


would be with a million dollar sugar 
beet factory f It must come in time. 
—Tribune. 


It will come and of its own accord 


and others with them, when Nevada is 
placed apon an equality with other 
States in the matter of freight trans- 
portation, but not before. 


All that the Tribune has said in re- 


gard to the productive qualities of the 
eoil of Lovelock Valley and its adapti- 
bility to the culture of phenominal 
crops of a superior quality of sugar 
beets is trne, and it is equally true of 
nearly every valley in the 
State. 


Bountiful nature, however, cannot 
compete with such outrageous dis- 
crimination as is imposed by the 
Southern Pacific Rrilroad Company 
against the State of Nevada, and the 
people might as well recognize aud 
acknowledge the fact first as last, for 
until the obstruction is removed the 
sugar industry will never gain a foot' 
hold within our borders. Notwith- 
standing our cheap lands and their 
peculiar adaptiou to the successful 
cultivation to the sugar producing 
vegetable, they can never be utslized 
for that purpose while the cost of 
transporting supplies and products re- 
main at the present discriminating 
rates. 
Capitalists 
understand this 


matter thoroagbly and will never in- 
vest in such enterprises under the 
present disadvantageous conditions 
and circumstances. But for that single 
obstruction, half a dozen 
factories 


would now be running at, full blast in 
the State. Remove it, and in two years 
thereafter, thousands of acres of now 
idle laud will he under cultivation and 
teeming with material for the manu- 
facture of one of the greatest staples 
known in the commercial world. 


But how to remove the obstruction f 


It ia quite certain that it cannot be 
done so long as tbe Southern Pacific 
controls the politics of tbe State. So 
long as the Stats government is a ma- 
chine of that corporation and 
its 


power utilized for grinding its grist 
of oppression, and so long as our leg- 
islators are creatures of that monopoly 
and obedient to the beck and call of 
its political agents, notning can be 
done toward the removal of the ob- 
struction. That has been tried for 
years and the result has been progress 
from bad to worse. Fortified with 
two United States Senators at Wash- 
ington, a State government subservient 
to its purposes, and legislatures sub- 
missive to the whip and spur of the 
railroad's political boa?, what better 
condition of things could be expected? 
All, or at least a part of tnia must ba 
changed before Nevada c:m, or will be 
favorably considered as a placo I'or tho 
Investment of capital for manufactur- 
ing purposes. 


Let the people next year eltct a leg- 


islaturecomposed of hanest, intelligent 
and independent members; not anti- 
railrosd cranks or extremists, for they 
would effect nothing and would do 
more harm than good. Let the legis- 
lature be composed of men of clear 
heads, liberal minds and honesty of 
purpose who will not seek to op'press 
the railroad corporation, but who will 
demand even-handed justice at its 
hands and who will accept nothing 
less. Such a body with its power to 
regulate local fares and" freights, and 
suoh truthful expression of the senti- 
ments of the people as it would repre- 
sent, would be a long step in tbe di' 
rection of tbe needed reform. 


Instead of a quiet and submissive 


acquiescence to our wrongs, a plain, 
straightforward 
and truthful state- 


ment would be made to the Inter- 
State Commission, which >v >uld doubt- 
less have a wholesome effect ia matters 
beyond the jnriadiotion of our local 
legiilatnre.

the independence and manliness to as- 
sert their rights deserve no considera- 
tion at their hands. 


Let the experiment bb tried next 


year. Let such a legislature as we 
have described be elected, and it will 
accomplish more in a single session in 
attracting manufacturing capital to 
this State than 
forty 
volumes -of 


printed matter descriptive of 
the 


wonderona resources of the State. The 
latter speak for themselves, but it re- 
mains for the people to speak, to insure 
the possibilities of their development 
and utilization. 


ALTHOUGH it has been proven beyond 


B possible doubt that Dreyfus was not 
guilty of the crime for which he was 
exiled, it is by no means certain that 
this deeply wronged man will be ac- 
quitted of the charges against him. In 
the history of the world there has 
never been a national crime more infam- 
ous than this outrageous and shameless 
torture and persecution of an innocent 
man. 
If he is not honorably acquitted 


and all possible reparation made by 
tbe country which has so mistreated

Steel Pen*. 


Briefly described, steel pens are made 


as follows: First the steel is rolled into 
big sheets and then cut into strips 
about three inches in width. The strips 
are heated to a bright red and are then 
allowed to cool gradually, which tem- 
pers them. They are next rolled to the 
necessary thinness and are cut into 
blank flat pens, and the pens, while 
flat, are usually stamped with the 
brand or the name of the manufacturer. 
To shape the pens is the nest process. 
The rounding makes them hold the ink 
and distribute it more evenly than 
could be done if they were flat. To 
harden them they are heated to a cher- 
ry red and then suddenly cooled. This 
not only hardens them, but makes them 
elastic. The polishing, pointing and 
finishing come next, and then they are 
ready for use. The little holes in the 
pens at the end of the slits serve to 
make them more elastic and to facili- 
tate the flow of the ink. 


It is said that more steel is now used 


in the manufacture of pen^ than in 
that of swords. It is even claimed that 
the metal annually used in their manu- 
facture weighs more than all the metal 
used in the manufacture of war imple- 
ments.—Detroit Free Press.

Indian Hal, a noted 
character 


around town, died at the hospital

The en- 
tiro tribe, bucks, squaws aud papooses, 
were taken to a reservation in southern 
California or Arizona.

esident o£ Yolo county. This was in 
he fifties, and Hal was an infant 
ardly able to toddle. He was raised 
rith Mr. McDonald's family, exclus- 
vely among white associates, the same 
s the McDonald children, and prob- 
bly never epoke to or saw one of his 
ace until be came to Nevada i a 1862.
